Midsummer Plantings. 


A rood many of tho short season 
garden products can still be planted. 
Onion sets will m ature nicely before 
frost if planted now, and onion seed 
can be planted and harvested as onion 
sets ready 
for planting next year. 
Radishes should be planted every two 
or three weeks as late as September. 
There is no reason why you can­ 
not have a steady supply of radishes 
for your table until the frost. 
Hood late crops of lettuce and spin­ 
ach may be had by planting now*. 
Although peas will not grow’ well in 


feet apart at this time of the year. 
This w ill insure deep roots and hardy 
plants. 
The general rule 
for 
midsummer * ternoon 
planting is to keep the plants well 
shaded during the hot part of the day.
